In 
having on Sept. ti shot President W ill­ 
iam McKinley, the wounds inflicted 
afte rw a rd s resulting In the death of 
the president.

The trial of the assassin consumed 8 
hours and 26 minutes and covered u 
period of only two days.

Buffalo, Sept. 25.— Loon F. Czolgosz. 
nlias Fred Nleman. was found guilty 
of m urder in the first degree by a jury 
in part III of the supreme court, in 
having on Sept. I* shot President W ill­ 
iam McKinley, the wounds inflicted 
afterw ards resulting In the d e a th of 
the president. 
The wheels of justice moved swiftly. 
The trial of the assassin consum ed 8 
hours and 2t> minutes and covered a 
period of only two days. 
P ractically 
all of this time was occupied by th e 
prosecution in presenting a case so 
clear, so conclusive that even had the 
prisoner en te re d a plea of insanity it 
is doubtful lf the jury would h ave re ­ 
turned a verdict different from the one 
rendered. 
The a n n o u n cem en t made by the a t ­ 
torneys for Czolgosz that the e m i n e n t 
alienists su m m o n e d by the Erie C o u n ­ 
ty Bar association and by the district 
attorney to examine Czolgosz and to 
determine bis exact mental condition 
had declared him to be perfectly s a n e 
destroyed the only stage of a defense 
that J u d g e s Lewis and T itus could 
have put together. 
Before ad jo u rn m e n t Justice W hite 
announced that he would pronounce 
sentence upon the defendant on T h u r s ­ 
day afternoon at 2 o ’clock. 
T he pris­ 
oner was ta k e n at once through the 
tunnel u n d er Delaware avenue back to 
the jail. 
T o all appearances he was 
In no way affected by the result of the 
trial. 
The crowd gathered at city hall was 
the largest th a t has seen him since 
his a rraig n m en t. 
People were lined 
up on both sides of the big r o tu n d a 
on the second floor, where court co n ­ 
vened, arid fringed the stairs leading 
from the floor above. 
There was no 
demonstration except that of cu rio s­ 
ity, 
A large n u m b er of women wit­ 
nessed the d a y ’s proceedings. 


State Rests Its Case. 


At 2:44 p. rn. District Attorney P e n ­ 
ney abruptly announced that th e case 
of the prosecution wan ended. 
J u d g e 
Lewis a r o se slowly, arni, a d d re ssin g 
the court, said that the sudden close 
of the case against Czolgosz was a 
surprise to him and 
his 
colleague. 
They had no witness to cai! for the 
defense. He asked the court that h e be 
allowed to a d d ress the jury a t once. 
The court assented and the venerable 
jurist began an address that will long 
be re m em b ered by those who heard It 
J u d g e Lewis said In part; 
"G entlem en of the Ju r y —A c alam ity 
has fallen upon this nation th ro u g h 
the act of this man, but the question 
is whether his aet was the act of an 
insane man. 
if an insane man. It is 
not m u rd e r and he should be a c q u it te d 
of that charge. 
He would then, of 
course, be transferred to an asylum 
"You sat here and listened to the 
d efen d ant’s plea of guilty w hen 
he 
was arraigned at the opening of this 
term, but the law of our state will not 
permit bim to plead guilty to su ch a 
crime as this. 
The law is so careful 
of the rights of Its citizen* th a t it will 
not permit a m an to plead guilty of 
this crime of murder, so that, even 
after he had conceded his guilt lo this 
case, it was Incum bent upon the court 
to Insist that the trial should proceed 
and that the people should establish 
beyond a reasonable doubt th a t the 
defendant was guilty of 
the 
crime 
charged ag a in st him. 


Object Lesson to the World.

"I had tho profoundest re sp e c t for 
President McKinley.

In congress and during his long public 
career and he was one of the noblest 
men God e v e r made.

profoundest respect.

death was the saddest blow to me 
that has o ccu rred In many y e a r s . ’’ 
Judge Lewis was crying

finished ami the eyes of many of those

Judge T itu s then arose and

BULLET THROUGH H it 
Missouri Murderer Suicides to Escape 
Lynching. 
Kansas City, Sept. 25.—A special to 
The Times from Rolls, Mo., saya 
Surrounded in a barn, but a few 
blocks from tie scene of his crime. 
Professor J. 8. Croswell. who Mon­ 
day night murdered his sweetheart. 
Miss Motile Powell, a prominent young 
woman of this city, at 11:15 p. m. 
sent a bullet through his own heart 
to prevent being lynched by an angry 
posse. 
Ever since the trsgedy at the Powell 
home Monday evening, Croswell had 
been hiding from a large posse of 
cltlsens and college students that ran­ 
sacked buildings and searched almost 
every spot in the city. 
Croswell was located In a barn near 


Buffalo, Sept. 25.— Leon F. Csolgoss, 
alias Fred Nleman. was found guilty 
of murder In tbe first degree by a jury 
in part III of the supreme court. In 
having on Sept. 6 shot President Will­ 
iam McKinley, the wounds Inflicted 
afterwards resulting in the death of 
the president. 
The wheels of justice moved swiftly 
The trial of the assassin consumed 8 
hours and 26 minutes and covered A 
period of only two days. Practically 
all of this time was occupied by the 
prosecution In presenting a case so 
clear, so conclusive that even had the 
prisoner entered a plea of Insanity It 
Is doubtful If tbe jury would have re* 
j turned a verdict different from the ona 
rendered.

"The duty of counsel on both aides 
is ended. The court will charge you 
briefly, tbea It will he your duty to 
take up tke caae.

•tdered by you, there still exist* In 
your minds a reasonable doubt that 
the defendant Is ti<* guilty you cannot 
find this man guilty.

People In the United States have 
heard of automobiles, gun carriages 
and wagons for parcel delivery, but 
probably few are aware that there ex­ 
ists an automobile bank, says the New 
York Hun. 
Such, however, Is the case, 
and the new institution is the property 
of the town of Mezierex, in the Ar­ 
dennes, France. 
For some time past Ute fact has been 
recognized by the leading citizens of 
Mexleres that there existed a strong de­ 
sire on the part of the pasantry of that 
place to lay aside part of their earn­ 
ings for “a rainy day,” but In order to 
reach a savings bank they have been 
compelled to leave their work and 
come Into town, which meant to many 
a journey of several miles. In the sum­ 
mer months, wheu the country folks 
were busy, such a trip occupied more 
time titan could well be afforded, and 
In consequence the banks' deposits de­ 
creased noticeably during three or four 
months of the year. 
Now, instead of 
having to go to the bank to deposit 
their savings, residents on the outskirts 
of Mexleres will have the bank brought 
to them. 
In construction the new vehicle is 
unique. 
It is propelled by electricity 
an<l has four scats, one in front for 
the driver and three in the rear for the 
staff e f the institution. 
These three 
seats surround a revolving table, locat­ 
ed in the center of the carriage, on 
which the business of the bank may 
be tietnsaeted. 
Writing desks capable 
of being folded up w hen not In use are 
arranged over each of the seats In such 
a way that when open they extend out 
from the sides of the carriage in a 
manner suitable for the use of persons 
standing outside who desire to open 
an account with the bank. 
On the ta­ 
ble are to be found shelve* for books, 
adequate stationery for the use of the 
clerics and a small metallic strong box. 
On certain prearranged days the car 
will make a tour of the country dis­ 
tricts stopping here and there as long 
as It may be necessary to dispose of 
the business In hand. 
On all sides 
the scheme so far has met with ap­ 
proval, th# bank clerks especially hav­ 
ing welcomed the Innovation heartily 
inasmuch as it will afford them an op­ 
portunity to breathe th# fresh country 
•lr during the hot weather, lf its orig­ 
inal purpose Is carried out, the automo­ 
bile bank seems likely to prove very 
popular and successful.

Novel a e# A dvanced Means For Si t * 
Ina Adopted by French IVi**an*r >. 
l ’eople in the United State# have 
heard of automobile#, gun carriages 
aud wagons for parcel delivery, but 
probably few are aware that there ex ­ 
ists an autom obile bank, says the N ew 
York Sun. 
Such, however, is the case, 
and the new institution is the p r o p e r t y 
of the town o f Mezieres, in the Ar­ 
dennes, France. 
For some tim e past the fact has been 
recognised by th e leading citizens o f 
Mezleree that there existed a strong de­ 
sire on the part of the pa#antry of that 
place to lay aside part of their earn­ 
ings for “a rainy day," but in order to 
reach a savings bank they have been 
compelled to leave their work 
and 
come into tow n, which meant to m any 
a journey of several miles. In the sum ­ 
mer months, w hen the country folks 
were busy, such a trip occupied more 
time than coulff w ell be afforded, and 
in consequence the banks’ deposits de­ 
creased noticeably during three or four 
months of the year. 
Now, instead of 
having to go to the bank to deposit 
their savings, residents on the outskirt# 
of Meal ere# w ill have the bank brought 
to them. 
In construction the new vehicle is 
unique. 
It I# propelled by electricity 
and has four seats, one in front for 
' the driver and three in the rear for the 
staff wf the institution. 
These three 
seats surround a revolving table, locat­ 
ed In the center o f the carriage, on 
which the business of the hank m ay 
be taansactad. 
W riting desks capable 
of tieing folded up when not in use are 
arranged over each of the seats In such 
a way that when open they extend out 
from the aides o f the carriage in a 
manner suitable for the use of persons 
standing outside who desire to open 
an account with the bank. On the ta­ 
ble are to tie found shelves for books, 
adequate stationery for the use o f the 
clerks sod a sm all metallic strong box. 
On certain prearranged days the car 
will make a tour of the country dis­ 
tricts, stopping here and there as long 
as it may be necessary to dispose of 
the business in hand. 
On all sides 
the scheme so fa r has met. w ith ap­ 
proval. the bank clerks especially hav­ 
ing welcomed the Innovation heartily 
inasmuch as It w ill afford them an op­ 
portunity to breathe th# fresh country 
air during the bot weather, lf lls orig­ 
inal purpose la carried out, the auto©no- 
bile bank seem s likely to prove very 
popular and successful.

Few men In public life have furnish­ 
ed material tor rn many anecdotes as 
Theodore Roosevelt, the new president 
of the United States, has. 
Always 
forceful and picturesque, his actions 
as well a# his utterances have been 
worth reading, 
says the New York 
World. 
Here are a few* of the stories 
told about him; 
When the rough riders, after their 
Cuban campaign, first landed at Mon­ 
tauk Point from their transport and 
marched to the detention camp, the 
first demand of the soldiers was to see 
Roosevelt. The next day Colonel Roose­ 
velt walked through the camp. 
He 
stopped at every tent and looked in. 
"Don’t get up, boys,” be 
would say. 
"Lie still. 
Ah, 
Jim, bow’s your 
leg 
feeling today? Getting better? That’s 
good. 
You’ll soon be all right now. j 
Billy, I hope your back doesn't trouble 
you so much now. 
You'll have it eas-l 
ler here.” 
And so it went ail along the line. Ile 
had a word for each man, and be* 
knew* each by name. 
He even knew j 
Just what ailed each one. 
Colonel Roosevelt was shown a pie- J 
ture of him self during the war. 
It; 
showed birn waving a sword and dash-1 
Ing uphill on horseback In one of the 
lights in Cuba. 
‘‘Is It a good picture?” he was asked. 
“Ye-e#,” he replied, “It’s all right, 
except that my sword is still wrapped 
tip In a bundle In Tampa, and I didn’t 
ride a horse. Otherwise It’s all right!” 
During his career as a police com­ 
missioner Roosevelt’s “night walks” 
were a source of terror to the delin­ 
quent police. 
Ile encountered many 
strange experiences and some amusing 
i nes, one of which Ie* relates. 
Ile was 
going through a street In the Tender­ 
loin and hail been pointed out to a 
number of policemen, one of whom 
was patrolling his beat just behind the 
commissioner. 
“I feel like the caliph of Bagdad,” 
saki Roowvolt laughingly to his com­ 
panion. 
“Begorra,” said the policeman, “thot 
man thinks he's Haley 
of 
Bagdad! 
Crnimlsh or no eoiiunlsh, I’d better be 
run ain’ him In for a crazy man!” 
Before Santiago the Rev. Peter Mc­ 
Queen approached Colonel Roosevelt 
and said: 
“Well, you’re getting to be quite a 
general now, aren’t you. colonel?" 
"Not a bit of it,” replied the leader of 
the rough riders 
“I’m Just getting to 
Is* a middle aged literary man!” 
It Is told how at one of the camps in 
the south, not long after Wood and 
Roosevelt joined the rough riders, a 
cowboy was on guard 
near Colonel 
Wood’s tent. Colonel Wood w as sitting 
at the entrance, and the guard was at 
the regulation distance, {lacing up ami 
down. 
Suddenly the sentry walked straight 
up to the colonel and saluted. 
“You’re Colonel Wood, all right, ain't 
you?” ho said. 
“Yes, sir, I am Colonel Wood,” gasp­ 
ed the astonished officer. 
“Well,” said the cowboy soldier, “I 
want to tell you the l>oys didn't much 
know what ta make of you an’ Roose­ 
velt when you first came down, but 
we’ve l»ecu sixiiT you up un’ talkin' It 
over, au’ w e’ve 'boot made up our 
minds you’re both white, an I reckon 
most of the boys would go plumb to 
hell for you now.” 
During the campaign of UNK) one day 
the tralu I tea ri ug Roosevelt w as halted 
within calling distance of that from 
which William Jennings Bryan was 
ma kl tm rear platform speeches. Roose­ 
velt recognised his political opponent 
aud culled: 
“ Hello, Bill!” 
“Hello. Teddy!" came the Democrat­ 
ic candidate’s answer. 
“How’s your 
voice?” 
“About as strong as the Demo!* rat Ic 
platform!” shouted Roosevelt hoarsely. 
“And yours?” 
"Oh,” said Hrytgi, "mine’s In about 
the condition of Republican promises.” 
Aud the trains passed on. 
During Colonel Roosevelt’s cam paign­ 
ing tour In the* west his speeches were 
frequently Interrupted by Impudent re­ 
marks. 
The eolomd and hi# twirly had 
i happy faculty of turning these Inter­ 
ruptions to advantage. 
Once during a 
short stop Iii a Colorado town Colonel 
Roosevelt was frequently Interrupted 
by a man named Chelp#. 
The man 
stood on the outskirt# of the crowd and 
shouted repeatedly: 
“Bet you $100 tc $30 that you are not 
elected.** 
The colonel laid a restraining band 
on Sergeant Buck Taylor ami Trooper 
Megaphone Belk his companion*, to 
keep them from climbing over Into the ; 
crowd after Phelps. 
It* order to keep j 
Bell out of m ischief the candidate call­ 
ed upon him to make a speech. 
“laidtea and gentlemen,” he began, 
"I am more glad"*— 
“Bet yon IKM) to $50 you are not 
elected!” yelled Phelps, coming closer. 
Bell 
leaned 
far over the 
railing 
around the platform and pointed hi* , 
forefinger straight at him. 
-B y glory, gv nil* men." be said. aud 
his voice could bate been beard a quar­ 
ter of a nPl# down the track, ’"we 
fought with lb# co tone!, im ! tr* know 
who be la. 
The more we knew of him 
the more ire loved him. and tile more 
we know him now the more we tov# 


bim, aud if that aor, of a gun who la 
raising those Spanish cheers will take 
a morning train to San Antonio, Tex., 
we will have him buried before sun­ 
down.” 
Perbs p a Phelps crawled under the 
pile of Res be was standing on. 
At 
any rate, he vanished and was not 
seen or heard again. 
The remarkable popularity of Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt among newspaper men 
I# said to be due to his unfailing good 
nature. 
At the end of an exhausting 
day of speech ma king the colonel, so 
the story goes, had retired early to his 
room. 
Ile had been sleeping soundly 
for some time and the hour was very 
late when he was aroused by a violent 
knocking at the door. 
The colonel 
hastened to open the door and modest­ 
ly poked his bead around the edge. He 
saw there a solemn individual, who I 
said that he knew it was late, but that 
he did desire very much to take a flash­ 
light photograph of the candidate. 
“But,” said the colonel, “I am just 
going to bed.” 
And a blush mantled 
the sun browned cheeks. 
The photog­ 
rapher was not In the least abashed. 
Far from It. 
His eye lit up with joy. 
“That would be fine,” said he. 
Anybody else than Colonel Roosevelt 
would have either got mad or would 
have made the photographer mad. They 
parted, however, on the best of terms, 
though 
the photographer, when 
he 
came down stairs and told about It, 
still seemed to think that the colonel 
was a strangely modest man. 
When the discussion arose In the na­ 
vy department as to the advisability of 
putting D ewey in charge of the Asiatic 
squadron, one of the naval board said 
to Roosevelt, then assistant secretary 
of the navy: 
“Dewey is the dude.” 
“Well, what of It?” asked Roosevelt. 
“AH I want Is a man over there who 
will fight and make war. 
I don’t care 
what kind of a collar he wears—that 
Is, so long as it is some kind of linen 
collar.” 
Roosevelt’s coolness under fire was 
remarkable. 
At the battle of Las Gua- 
simas he w as standing in an exposed 
position. 
Mauser bullets were drop­ 
ping and singing around him. 
Suddenly be was seen to put his hand 
up to his face. Those near him t lip ugh t 
he had been shot. 
Taking his hand 
down, he was seen to be smiling. 
“D 
d lf they haven't shot away my 
glasses!” was all he said as he contin­ 
ued to direct his men, not moving a 
foot from his perilous position. 
At the battle of San Juan Roosevelt 
was slightly wounded. 
He formed a 
very conspicuous object and was, In 
fact, a regular target for the enemy to 
pepper at. This, however, did not seem 
to disturb Roosevelt’s equanimity in 
the least. 
Dressed In a bright blue 
shirt, he walked up and down in plain 
view of the enemy. 
A shell burst over 
his head. 
A fragment from it struck 
Roosevelt on the finger, causing a 
slight wound. 
“Well, boys*” he said, laughing, “I’ve 
got It. too, but the Spaniards w ill have 
to beat that.” 
Roosevelt was making a tour of the 
hospital at Santiago, where the condi­ 
tions made a great impression upon 
him. 
“If we were fighting In tile last 
ditch,” he said, as he saw the suffering 
soldiers, “we could stand this; and ten 
times more. 
But we are not fighting 
for national existence. 
Here is a land 
of peace and an open port. Back o f us 
Is the great, opulent, generous republic. 
Our land has more grain and vegeta­ 
bles than w e can sell, export or con­ 
sume. 
That is what makes conditions 
here so bitter. To know there is plenty 
of food aud medicine for your men, to 
know the country would give yon ten 
times more and never grumble, and 
yet to find that we must starve and die 
like cattle—I tell you that is hard. 
We’ll come out of this, but it should 
never have happened!*'

Ile does not hesitate to put his 
theories into practice. 
Every 
little 
Roosevelt is taught that one man is 
better than another only when he is 
the more honest, stronger ami braver.

dren attend the same school as the 
Junior 
Roosevelt#, 
studying

But when “Old Tom”

of the United States, has. 
Always 
forceful nod pictures*}te. his actions 
as well aa his utterance* have been 
worth reading, says the New York 
World. 
Here are a few of the stories 
told about him ; 
When the rough riders, after their 
Cuban campaign, first landed nt Men- 
tank Point from their transport and 
inarched to the detention camp, Iba 
first demand of the soldiers was to see 
ltoosevelt. The next day Colonel Moose- 
veil walked through the camp. 
He 
stopped at every tent acid looked In. 
“ iHjia’t get up, boys,” be would say., 
"L ie still. 
Ah, Jim , how’s your leg 
feeling today I Getting better? That’s ■ 
good. 
You’ll aoon l>e all rfgbt now.) 


Pcvbmpa Phelps crawled under the 
pile of ties be was standing on. 
At 
any rate, be vanished and was not 
seen or heard again. 
The remarkable popularity of Colo* 
wet Moosevelt among newspaper men 
Is said to he due to hi* unfailing good 
nature. 
At the end of an exhausting 
day of speechmaklng the colonel, so 
the story goes, bid retired early to bis 
room. 
He bad been sleeping soundly 
for some time and the hour was very 
late when he was aroused by a riolent 
knocking at the door. 
The colonel

nouncement was made to the court by j 
Hon. laldor Kayaer. nasi slant counsel

posed. 
We have confirmed the rumor 
through the telephone that he has just

to ta smiling.

glasses” * was all he Mid as he contin­ 
ued to direct his men, not moving a 
foot from his perilous position. 
At the tattle of Han Juan ltoosevelt 
was slightly wounded. 
He formed a 
very conspicuous object and was. In 
fact, a regular target for the enemy to 
pepper at. This, however, did not seem 
to disturb Roosevelt’s equanimity In 
the least. 
I tressed In a bright blue 
shirt, he walked up and down in plain 
view of the enemy. A shell hurst over 
his head. 
A fragment from It struck 
Roosevelt on the finger, causing a 
slight wound. 
“ W ell, boys.” be Mid. laughing, “ I've 
got It, too, but the Spaniards w ill have 
to beat that.” 
Roosevelt was making a tour of the 
hospital at Santiago, where the condi­ 
tions made a great Impression upon 
him.

"ffegorra,” Mid the policeman, "that 
man thinks he’s Haley of 
Bagdad!

Before Han! la go the Rev. Peter Mc­ 
Queen approached Colonel Roosevelt 
and M id; 
’’W ell, you’re getting to be quite a

"Not a bit of It,” replied the leader of j 
the rough riders.

ta a middle aged literary man!” 
It Is told how at one of the camps in 
the south, not long after Wood and 
Roosevelt joined the rough riders, a 
cowboy was on guard near Colonel 
soldiers, "we eoukl stand this; and ten 
Wood’s tent.
